I by all possible courtesy to and fair 
! dealing with others. 
These are the 
! principles upon which the people of 
"th e United States should act with re­ 
gard to the question of immigration 
of Japanese into this country. 
The 
Japanese are a highly civilized peo- 
! pie, of extraordinary miluury, artis- 
! tic and industrial development. 
They 
| are proud, warlike and sensitive.

| believe our people have, what I per- J 
I soually have, a profound and hearty j 
! admiration for them. 
But this ad- j 


j miration and respect is accompanied 
|' by the firm conviction that it isn’t to 
the advantage of either people that

mass of Japanese workmen, agricul­ 
turalists, laborers and men engaged 


in small trades,

"The Japanese certainly object to 
Americans acquiring land in Japan, 


at least as much as Americans in far 
western states object to Japanese ac­ 
quiring land on our sod. 
Americans 
who go to Japan and Japanese who 
i come to America should be of the 
i same general class; that 
is, 
they 
I should be travelers, students, teach- 
! ers, scientific investigators, men en- 
| gaged in international business and 
j men sojourning in the land for pleas­ 
ure or study. 
It is against the in­ 
terests of both nations that such un­ 
restricted emigration or 
settlement 
in mass should oe allowed a s reg a rds 
either nation. 
This is the ca rdina l 
fact in the situation and it should be 
recognized by both countries.
